NAPLES, Audi 12, 10 a. m.—From all 


quarters come reports that the situation 
has ameliorated, but ashes from Mount 
Vesuvius are falling everywhere^ houses 
are collapsing and burying their ocuu- 
pants and rouds noar the volcano are 
no sooner opened than they are closed 
again 
by falling cinders. The 
inhabi- 


tant of this city are enduring the yellow- 
gray atmosphere of yesterday, which is 
uioro oppressive than before. The pop- 
ular costume of those who can afi'ord~It, 
consist^-, of automobile coat, cap and gog- 
gles, wfich enables the wearer to main- 
tain^a ^embtance of cleanliness, but the 
people f/fuorally have to be contented 
with paper masks and raised umbrelns. 
The drivtj'-s of trolley cars are wearing 
masks o- -2l)mo transparent material, un- 
der the vizors of their caps. 


More shopi- were openrd today and the 


city is slowl,' resuming its normal life. 


KING CHEERS SUBJECTS. 


The people, having recovered from the 


panic of yesterday, are less sullen and 
down hearted. The presence of King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel in Naples, which always 
j-'dia-es a good effect, has acted as a 
tonic on thh Neapolitans, who hare a 
superstitious veneration for the king. 
From early in the day crowds gathered 
before the palace where men wore heard 
to exclaim: 


"He comes, but the pope stays at 


homo. Long live the king." 


The feeling, however, does not interfere 


with the Neapolitans' veneration for 
their saints. A woman in the crowd bo- 
fore the palace was heard to confide in 
a friend as follows: 


"My daughter, who lives at Torre Del 


Greco, is a refugee. She has been re- 
ceived into the royal palace, lives like a 
princess iind 1ms been spoken to by the 
queen. Mny the saints protect her ma- 
jesty." 


The king left Naples early this morn- 


ing for Sun Giiiseppe, Ottajano and Ter- 
zigno, in order to ascertain personally 
the actual situation at thiso towns, lie 
hoped to be nble to continue his- jour- 
ney to Sarno and Castellammare. 


RELIEVES MUCH DISTRESS. 


The king inspected all the "camp hos- 


pitals'1 in which the troops are caring 
for suflVring refugees, speaking to the in- 
jured, comforting them in their misfor- 
tunes, and asking them what he could 
do to relieve their distress. On receiv- 
ing &. reply indicating a sufferer's desire 
that something be immediately done in 
his or her behalf the king gave orders to 
have the desire fulfilled. 
This gave rise 


to many heartrending scenes. As the 
king bent over a poor man, with toil 
hardened hands, whose right 
leg had 


boon amputated, the sufferer, replying to 
his majesty's question regarding his im- 
]?icdiato necessities, said with -tears in 
his eyes: 


AN AFFECTING INCIDENT. 


'•'Send me my son, who is serving as a 


soldier." 


The king, who was visibly affected, 


clasped the man's hand and exclaimed: 


"My poor fellow, 1 can do much, but 


to grant your request 
would mean 


breaking the laws, which I must be the 
lirst to respect. I would give anything 
1 have were it possible by so doing to 
Bend your son to you, but 1 cannot do 


60." 


There wore tears in the king's eyes as 


he 
turnod away from 
the sorrowing 


father's bedside. 


The queen while the king was away 


visited the charitable institutions hero, 
nnd inspected the places where the ref- 
ugees are housed.

MIRACULOUS ESCAPES. 


Some extraordinary escapes from death 


have been recorded.' A man and his four 
children weri! rescued after having been 
lost in the ash covered wildcnie,-.s for fif- 
ty-sis hours. They were terriblyexhaust-1 


cd and seemed more like five skeletons 
than human beings. 


Firemen have been sent from Palermo, 


Sicily, nnd other places to the villages in 
this vicinity •which, have suffered the 
most from the fall of ashes, to assist in 
removing the ashes from the roofs and 
relieve the exhausted soldiers. 


Camp kitcheni! have been established at 


a number of places and free meals are be- 
ing distributed 
wherever possible 
to 


those in need of them. The American 
steam yacht Nahma, with Mrs. Robert 
Goclet and a party of friends on board, 
has arrived at 
Palermo," Sicily. They 


witnessed the eruption of Mount Vesuv- 
ius frqm Amalfi. on the bay of Salermo, 
not farifrom Naples .and give a vivid de- 
scription of the scene. 


5,000 HOUSES.DESTROYED. 


10:30,a. m.—The latest reports show 


that 243 houses have been damaged at 
Portici, 1!)5 at' San Giovanni and Teduc- 
cio; 432 at Resina and 1,000 at Torre Del 
Greco. It is impossible to determine the 
exact number of buildings!deraolished at 
Torre Anmmziata. It is estimated that 
about 5,000 houses in all have been part' 
ly or entirely destroyed. In thp villages 
on the Ottajano side of the mountain, all 
the houses arc damaged. At Nola deso- 
lation reigns, the place having been al- 
most entirely abandoned. 


A committee has been formed to col- 


lect funds and organize assistance for the 
relief of the sufferers. 
It 
is presided 


over by the Duke of Aosta. The govern- 
ment headed the subscrintion list with 
$100,000. 


The amount collected up to the present 


time is $300,000.

BOTH ARE FOUND GUILTY 


Sentence Will be Imposed by 


Court Upon Gaynor and

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 12.—Greene 


and Gaynor wore found guilty on all 
three indictments today, the jury return- 
ing its verdict at 1:5o p. m. 


Judge Specr ordered a recess until to- 


morrow when sentences will be imposed. 


The trial of Messrs. Greene nnd Gaynor 


consumed about thirteen and a 
half 


weeks. The defendants were charged 
with conspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment and embezzlement in .connection 
with the big 
government -engineering 


works in this vicinity. 


They were indicted in 1902 and after 


fighting extradition proceedings in New 
York fled to Cacitda. 


After lengthy proceedings there they 


were finally extradited and brought 
to 


Savannah for trial. Captain Oberlin M. 
Carter, engineer corps, who had charge of 
the improvement works under the Greene 
and Gaynor contract was court martial- 
ed for his complicity 
in 
the 
alleged 


frauds, and was sentenced to be dishonor- 
ably discharged from the. army and to 
serve a term of imprisonment for five 
vears. 


SAFETY RAILWAY SWITCH 


KENOSHA MEN'S DEVICE 


KENOSHA, April 12.—The Kenosha 


Railroad Switch company has been or- 
ganized with a capital of $30,000. 


The incorporates of the new company 


arc: Harry Raymond, the inventor of 
the switch; Edward Frandseer and Jul- 
ius Pabst, all of Kenosha- 


The company is to engage in the man- 


ufacture of a safety railway switch, au- 
tomatically locked and opened by the 
use of a third rail system. 


It is claimed that a train moving at 


the rate of sixty miles an hour will set 
the lock perfectly. With this devise in 
use it is claimed that the foar of wreck- 
ing through a misplaced switch will be 
removed and the companies will be able 
to do away with a large number of men 
employed to watch the switches.

CHICAGO, April 12—John Alexander 


Dowie today upset the plans for a peace- 
able adjustment of his troubles with 
Zion church, as announced hist 
night. 


Early today he directed his attendants to 
announce to all inquirers that the re- 
port that he was about to compromise 
with Overseer Voliva and his followers 
was untrue. He said that he would con- 
duct a legal contest in the courts and 
get his property back. 


Attorney E. Wetten, his legal advisor 


when told of this declaration said: 


"I can only repeat what I said • last 


night and that there is a good prospect 
of the adjustment of the troubles- with- 
out resorting to. the courts. The situa- 
tion has not yet changed so :far as I 
know." 


LITIGATION TOO EXPENSIVE. 


Mr. Wcttin said later that the position 


of Dowie hnd not been changed. "We do 
not wish to plunge Zion City and Zion 
church into an expensive law suit," he 
said. "In its present condition Zion can- 
not afford a long and expensive litigation. 
We are trying to gunrd the interests of 
the creditors so that everyone of them 
will receive 100 cents on the dollar. I 
may hear from Mr. Voliva today, but un- 
til I do, I cannot tell just what turn mat- 
ters will take. In the meanwhile Mr. 
Dowie.-will, remain where,he is. He. will 
not go to Mexico, and. ho will not,vfor 
a time at least, visit Zion City. No mid- 
dle ground has yet been reached, but I 
have strong hopes that it will be found 
in a-short time, as both sides are anx- 
ious to avoid law proceedings."

been with him for years. Murdock re- 
turned to Zion City last night and today 
Pent a telegram to Dowie saying that his 


wife, later'comes asking for-an interview 
it means 'something," said Wilbur Glen 
Voliva today, ~ 


Ho had, been. .urgeQ to give the result 


of yesterday's conference with Attorney 
Wetten,. representing. John 
Alexander 


Dowie. He replied as above, adding-ithat 
the reporters could'draw'their own con- 
clusions.

"Mr. Wetten and I agreed before the 


conference was over, that nothing should 
be given to the. press," said Mr. Voliva, 
"and although 'he seems- to have talked, 
it does not relieve me of my pledge." 


The impression prevails that if Dowie 


listens to advice being given him by 
his own friends at the Auditorium An- 
nex, he will give up the fight. 


The postmaster here has been ordered 


to forward .all of Dowie's mail to Chi- 
cago. It has been coming to Overseer 
Excll, who had been authorized to re- 
ceive it. It developed that Voliva's pow- 
er of attorney for Dowie has not yet 
been cancelled. •Voliva still has the legal 
right to act for the "First Aoostle."

BAER'S FIRM REPLY.

SOME THREATEN TO BOLT. 


Usual buzzing followed the caucus in 


political circles today. The aldermen who 
were in the majority, at least some of 
them, threaten to bolt the slate and the 
others in the minority say they did not 
and would not agree to stand by the se- 
lections. The reason for some of the ma- 
jority being sore is that they are alleged 
to have made trades and were then turn- 
ed down. The minority are sore because 
of the statement made by Alderman Am- 
berg that he would not stand by the cau- 
cus selections unless Mr. Fish was decided 
upon for city attorney, also because Al- 
derman Evans was not allowed to vote 
the proxy of Mr. Hilker. 


It is understood that another meeting 


is to be held on Saturday evening, when 
it will be definitely decided whether to 
stand by the caucus or not. 


The Democrats and Social Democrats 


seem to have the deciding power under 
the prevailing conditions and by their 
votes can turn the tide either way. Most, 
of the Democrats interviewed indicated 
that they were for Mr. Fish, but they 
may insist that if they vote that way 
that the superintendent of poor be' given 
to Mr. Ti«demann, but the Republicans 
say no, that the Democrats have fared 
pretty well, having city engineer, tender 
of Main street bridge and. one other 
bridge.

NAPLES, April 10, 10:03 n. m.—Up to 


the present time the bodies of sixteen 
dead persons have been taken from be- 
neath the ruins of Monte Oliveto mar- 


ket and ITS injured people ore being 


cared for at the hospitals. 


XAJPLES, April 10, noon.—Naples this 


morning early had returned to her nor- 
mal self. The day was"brilliant, the sky 


cloudless, the waters of the Mediterran- 


ean were blue and unrippled, in pliice of 


the melancholy grayncss of the lust few 
days and better still the menacing col- 
umn of smoke from Vesuvius lind almost 


disappeared and though the smaller cra- 


ters still gave forth smoke tho wind had 


'turned it in another direction, and an air 
of peace and springtime had spread over 
Naples and .its vicinity.. • 


But this scene of quiet was turned in- 


to mourning later when tho news of the 
rolltipse of the roof of the Monte Oliveto 
market unoi the 
loss of life became 


known. The people who gathered about 
the market were soon in a state of great 
jxcitemeut, which increased when the re- 
covery of the bodies commenced. 


CARRIED IMAGES OF SAINTS.

arid screaming "Oh my husband is there." 
Or "bring out my child," and endeavoring- 
with their' own'hands to move heavy 
benms from beneath which the groans of 
the injured were issuing. The cries for 
help were so heartrending that even res- 
cuers were heard to sob aloud as they 
worked with feverish eagerness to save 
life or extract the bodies of the dead 
from the ruina.

CURSE RESTS ON THE CITY? 


Some of the people about the market 


were heard to exclaim that a curse rest- 
ed upon tho people of Naples for repud- 
iating their saints yesterday when Mount 
Vesuvius was in its most violent mood.

ruins of Monte Olive to market have bet- 
ter chances of recovery than the victims 
of the disasters at Ottajano as the latter

buildings were in many cases suffocated 
bv ashes. 


The indignation of the people as a re- 


sult of the market disaster increases as 
each additional body is taken out and a 
disturbance approaching a riot in impor- 
tance has already occurred. The people 
loudly insist that the authorities were 
aware that, the'roof of the market wns 
unsafe and' that they were so excessive- 
ly economical that they would not appro- 
priate the funds necessary to repair the 
building. 


BODIES REDUCED TO PULP.

It is Very Strict on the Subject as the 


Statutes Were Amended at Leg- 


islative Session. 


Candidates for various offices at the 


last election should not forget that un- 
der the law they are obliged to file a. re- 
port with the city clerk, giving a sched- 
ule of money spent by them and for 
what purpose. When the law was first 
passed by the legislature many candi- 
dates for office refused to report, claim- 
ing that it was'not constitutional. The 
last legislature amended the'.same and 
now it is so strong that the candidates 
cannot escape. 


Speculation is rife as to how much 


money was expended. Especially is this 
true as to the aldernwnship in the First 
and Third wards, where the fight was 
hottest. Extravagant claims have been 
made as to'what'the candidate.5 in theso 
wards expended. No doubt when the re- 
ports are filed average citizens will be 
surprised at the small amounts sworn 
to. . 


Milwaukee appears to' lave been the 


banner city when it comes to expenses. 
It is estimated that Sherburn Becker, 
Republican nominee .for mayor, expend- 
ed from 515,000 to $35,000. 


WHAT THE LAW SAYS. 


The following' extract from the law 


shows that all candidates are required 
to do if they are not to be reported to 
the district attorney for prosecution: 


Every person who shall be a candidate 


before "any convention., or at any pri- 
mary or cfection to fill an office for which 
a nomination paper or certificate of nom-j 
ination may be filed, shall within thirty; 
days after the election held to fuTsuch 
office make out and file with the officer, 
empowered by 'law- to issue-the certrfi-j 
eate of election to. such office or place, it 
statement in writing, . subscribed : and 
sworn to by such candidate, setting forth 
i n ' detail each item in excess of ST. in 
money or property contributed, disburs} 
ed,- expended or promised by him, or to 
the best of his knowledge or belief,'by 
a'nV other person 'or persons for him1 or 
'in'his behalf, wholly or in part in :en- 
'deavoring to secure of in any way in 
connection with his nomination or elec- 
tion to such office or pluce or in connec- 
tion with the election of any other, per- 
son at suid election the dates when and 
the persona to whom and the purpose 
for which all said sums were paid, ex- 
pended or promised and the total aggre- 
gate sum paid, expended or promised by 
such candidate in any suro or sums what- 
ever. 
Said statement shall' also set forth 


that the same is as if nil and explicit as 
affiant is able to make it. 


An-.exact duplicate .of said statement 


shall in like manner and within the same 
time be filed with the register of deeds 
for the county in wlv-jh said candidate 
resides.

Any person failing to comply with this 


section shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $25 or more than $500.

TigTi and others, who formerly made' u'p 
the election board of the town of Brigh- 
ton. 


Weismann brought suit for 510,000, al- 


leging that the election board refused to 
permit him to vote, on tile ground that 
the court had pronounced him insane. 
The case was tried 
in the Waukesha 


court and Weismann was defeated and 
costs taxed against him for about 538. 
It is said that these costs must be paid 
by the administrator of Mr. Weiamnnn. 
An appeal of the case was taken to tho 
supreme court and arguments were to 
have been'heard on April 17. By order 
of the court this suit will'be immediately 
withdrawn. There are half a dozen other 
suit* of Mr. Weisraann pending in the 
circuit court of Racine county and thoy 
will be dismissed as rapidly as called for 
trial. The administrator has carefully 
investigated thiao suits and concluded 
that Weismann had no cause for ac- 
tion. 


Mr. Weismann was found dead in a 


.room at the boarding house of Mrs. Van 
Buskirk on Wisconsin street several 
months ago, his death having resulted 
from bursting of a blood vessel.

WeismnDO, with whom he was not friend- 
ly, was found in a well on the Kenoshft 
county farm dead, having fallen in while 
endeavoring to get water for cattle.

from

ing Ottajano. Kcports indicate that an 
enormous area is buried beneath ashes 
and cinders. 


The present disaster is looked upon a* 


a- repetition of tho catastrophe to Pom- 
peii and Herculanuzn, except that in this 
instance the loss of life is less. 


.:>TAPLES, April lO—7:25 a. m—All 
'efforts' on the part of the press represen- 
tatives and tha authorities to ascertain 
the exact number of those who have al- 
ready faUen victims to the eruptions of 
Vesuvius have so far failed. 


This'is accounted for from the fact 


tha-t the buried villages are impossible of 
access and further because the people 1 
who fled when their houses began to fall 
have scattered throughout the country 
districts. 


The finding of'90 bodies is determined 


as follows: 


At San Guiscppe, 49. 
At Teragno, 20. 
At Ottajano, 27. 


NAPLES, April 10.—9:13 n.. m—The 


scenes at Ottajano when the first victims 
were unearthed there were most terrible. 
The positions of the bodies showed that 
the victims had died while in a state of 
great terror, the faces being convulsed 
with fear. Three bodies were found in a 
confessional of one of the fallen churches. 
One body was that of nn old woman who 
wns sitting with her right arm raised as 
though to word off the advancing danger. 
The second was that of a child about 8 
years old. It was found dead in a posi- 
tion which would indicate that the child 
had'fallen with a little dog close to 
it and'had died with one- arm 
raised 


across its face, to protect itself and its 
pet from the crumbling ruins. The third 
body, that of a womnn was reduced to an 
unrecognizable mass. 
These three vic- 


tims were reverently laid side by side 
while a "procession of friends and rela- 
tives offered up prayers beside them. 


Other bodies which were found later 


caused such an impression among the al- 
rendy frantic population that the author- 
ities did not deem it advisable to permit 
nny more bodies to be identified for the 
present. 


Forty-nine bodies have already been 


taken out of one of the churches at Ot- 
tajnno. 


CHILDREN OVERWHELMED. 


3:55 a. m.—The fate of many children 


at Ottajano is unknown. When the mil- 
itary carts arrived at the scene of the 
disaster last night, the soldiers arranged 
to have the children and aged people get 
into tho carta, but whan the vehicles had 
gone a few hundred feet it was found 
that although there were four horses 
harnessed to each wagon they could not 
pull their loads through the deep ashes 
in spite of several 'desperate efforts made 
to do so. This caused a panic among the 
children, who expected to be buried in 
the ashes from the volcano and they 
fled in all directions in the darkness and 
blinding rain and have not since been 
hoard of. Searching parties went after 
the children, but in spite of continuous 
shouting and calling, no trace was found 
of them and it is feared that the chil- 
dren have been smothered in the ashes. 


. SOLDIER'S HEROIC DEED. 


9:30 a. m.—Many tales are told of he- 


roic rescues on the part of tho soldiers 
cent to tbe assistance of the sufferers 
from the volcanic disaster, at OUajano 
nnd elsewhere. One man rode hia horse 
through the ashes reaching up to its 
llanles at Ottajano, calling out: 
"Who 


wants help? who wants help?' He was 
rewarded by hearing a woman's voice re- 
ply in weak tones and-'epringing from his 
hovae the aoldier called a comrade to his 
assistance and floundered among the 
ashes until he arrived at th« ruined walls 
of a house,-from which the voice seemed 
to come. As-he made his way towards 
.the building the soMJw shouted words of 
encouragement, and climbing over a heap 
of rums and braving a tolling wall, he 
entered the building .nnd in ,the. cellar 
found the boiies of fihrce children. Near 
them was a woman barely alive who by 
almost suporhuMiHi efforts lasting for 
hours had succeeded in freeing horaelf 
from a mass erf debris which had fallen 


upon her. The soldier picked .the woman 
up in his arms and carried her to a place 
of safety, where it was found that both 
her legs were broken and that she,had 
been badly crushed about the body. It ia 
believed she will live although she en- 
dured further ..suffering for some time 
after her rescue owing to the difficulty 
experienced in finding a surgeon to at- 
tend her. 


DUKE AIDS IN RESCUE. 


, 12:15 p. m.—The Duke of Aosta during 
the morning .in order to encourage the 
people, tried to visit the villages buried 
or partly buried under the nshes from 
the volcano, but it was impossible to pro- 
ceed in a motor car or on foot so he tried 
horseback and by making strenuous ef- 
forts succeeded in directing the work of 
rescue and saving several people who 
were at the point of death. 


DENEEN FOR PRIMARY LAW 


-itessaco to Illinois Legislature'Points Oat

SPRINGFIELD, 111., April lO.-The Il- 


linois legislature was convened in extra- 
ordinary session today to enact a pri- 
mary election law. In his message to 
the legislature, Governor Deneen called 
attention to the recent decision of the 
supremo court which declared unconsti- 
tutional the law passed by the last ses- 
sion of the legislature ' and said, that 
great confusion would ensue unless a 
new primary election law were speedily 
enacted. 


The governor in his message, spoko in 


part: 


Our state needs a compulsory primary 


law. In but six of our counties is there 
such a law. In the other 96 co-unties, 
the rules for conducting primaries are 
made by the committees. In these the 
committees have unlimited p_ower—the 
power of legislation, the power of ad- 
ministration and the power of adjudica- 
tion, in . party matters. In 9G counties 
of our state, the committees may call 
the conventions when they choose, de- 
termine where the primaries shall be 
held,—whether one for each county or 
one for each township therein, and may 
prescribe tha method of conducting the 
primaries. 


In 46 counties of our stato.'it is -no 


crime cither to buy or sell votes at such 
primaries; nor is it a crime for members 
of other political parties or residents of 
other counties or states to vote at.such 
primaries. It is no crime for a voter to 
cast more than one ballot, or for the 
judges to receive more than one ballot 
from the same person at such primaries; 
nor is it a crime for the judges and clerks 
to make false returns of the vote cast.

The growth in'the exports'.bf/ngricuitfnral 
products, says the bulletin,_pccurs in all 
of the three great groups which form the 
bulk of agricultural CN-ports, viz, bread-; 
stuffs, cotton and provisions; the latter 
term including meat and dairy products. 
The gain in breadotuffs was $70,000,000,- 
in provisions $33,000,000 and in cotton 
$30,000,000. The increase in the exports 
of breadstuffs occurred chiefly • in

movement to European countries. 


The bulletin says that while ngricul- 


tural exports are larger in total value 
than ever before, it does not follow that 
they form a larger percentage of tho 
grand total of exports.

The inhabi- 
tant of this city are enduring the yellow- 
gray atmosphere of yesterday, which is 
more oppressive than before. The pop- 
ular costume of those who can afford""!!;, 
consists of automobile coat, cap and gog- 
gles, wfich enables the wearer to main- 
tain,a ^embtance of cleanliness, but the 
people generally have to be contented 
with paper masks and raised umbrelas. 
The driv»,''s of trolley cars are wearing 
masks of. *!}me transparent material, un- 
der the vizors of their caps.

KING CHEERS SUBJECTS. 


The people, having recovered from the 


panic of yesterday, are less sullen and 
down hearted. The presence of King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel in Naples, which always 
r,r >ditces a good effect, has acted as a 
tonic on this Neapolitans, who have a 
superstitious veneration 
for the 
king.

I would give anything 
1 have were it possible by so doing to 
send your son to you, but I cannot do 
so." 


There were tears in the king's eyes as

turned away from 
the sorrowing 


father's bedside. 


The queen while the king was away 


visited the charitable institutions here, 
nnd inspected the places where the ref- 
ugees are housed.

Mr. Wettin said later that the position 


of Dowie had not been changed. "\Ve do 
not wish to plunge Zion City and Zion 
church into an expensive law suit," he 
said. "In its present condition Zion can- 
not afford a long and expensive litigation, 
We are trying to guard the interests of 
the creditors so that everyone of them 
will receive 100 cents on the dollar. I 
may hear from Mr. Voliva today, but un- 
til I do, I cannot tell just what turn mat- 
ters will take.

WASHINGTON, April 
12.—A cabler 


gram, received by Senor Garbriais, the 
Venezuelan charge from 'Caracas, con- 
firms the announcement of the tempos 
ary retirement of President Castro from 
the presidency of Venezuela and the; in- 
stallation of Vice President Vincente 
Gomez as acting president. 


"General Castro desires a long, rest 


and intends going into the country,": the 
Venezuelan charge said. "There is noth- 
ing in our advices to indicate that his 
retirement is to be permanent. General 
Gomez acted as president for more than 
a month last year, when General Castro 
was going down the Orinoco. The con- 
stitution .of Venezuela requires that the 
vice president shall act in the absence 
of the president from the capital and 
there is.nothing out of the usual in the 
present situation." 


PEACE REIGNS IN COUNTRY. 


.It was stated,at the Venezuelan lega- 
tion., tliat the, republic is at 
absolute 


peace and suggestions that revolutionary 
movements might have caused General 
Castro to retire were laughed at by the 
charge, who .said that-all rumors of a 
revolutionary movement against Gener- 
al Castro by liis brother, Celestino Cas- 
tro, and other leaders, are absolutely un- 
founded. 


The legation has not been advised of 


any change in the strained relations be- 
tween France and Venezuela. In re- 
sponse to questions as to what effect 
France's action against Venezuela coffee 
will have the charge said: "Our coffee 
must go to other markets, to Germany,- 
Great Britain and the United States. 
IThe coffee market is flexible."

President in Felicitous Speech 


Praises Their Valor and 


Citizenship. 


. WASHINGTON, April 12.—Ambassa- 
dor Speck Von Stemburg of Germany, 
this afternoon 
presented to President 


Roosevelt in the east .room of the white 
house a delegation of about fifty officers, 
exrsoldiers and veterans of the German 
army. Many of them now are American 
citizens. They were accorded a cordial 
reception by the president. The presi- 
dent embraced the opportunity to deliv- 
er a brief, but important speech to his 
callers. In his remarks he made refer- 
ence to the Algeciras conference, which 
recently was successfully concluded. He 
extended to the German emperor hearty 
personal felicitations and congratulated 
the emperor at the German people on 
the work accomplished at Algeciras. He 
expressed the belief that the result of 
the convention would be to render the 
more friendly the relations between the 
two mighty powers, 
Germany and 


France: 


President Roosevelt was presented to 


the delegation by the German ambassa- 
dor sund in'response- to the introduction, 
he said: 
. 


ARE WELCOME CITIZENS. 


I welcome you here, my fellow Ameri- 


cans for among the many strains that 
go to make up our composite race stock 
in this country, no strain has given us 
better Americans than those who ore ot 
German birth or blood. It ia our pecul- 
iar pride as a nation that in this repub- 
lic we have measurably realized the idea 
under which good citizens know no dis- 
crimination as between creed and creed, 
birthplace and birthplace, provided only 
that whatever the man's parentage may 
have been, whatever the way in whicn 
he worships hie Creator, "he strives in 
good faith to do his duty by himself ana. 
by his rellowmon, and to show his un- 
flinching loyalty to our common coiintry. 
In addition to this greeting you my fei- 
low Americana of German birth. I wish 
also to greet the German citizens pres- 
ent, the members of the German army 
belonging to the reserve of that army, 
and to welcome thnn here especially, Mr. 
Ambassador, as they are brought ber», 
by you, yourself an old ooldier, who have 
endeared yourself to the American peo- 
ple by your hearty friendship for thl» 
xrantry. 


The ti«u that unite Germany and the 


Um'ted States are many and close, and 
it must be a prime object of our states- 
manship to knit the two .nations ever 
loser together. In no country is there 
a firmer admiration for Germany and 
for 
Germany's exalted ruler, Emperor 


William,.than here in Americn. 


It ifi not out of place in closing for me 


to say a word of congratulation both to 
the Germany people and the German em- 
peror upon the work that has been ac- 
complished in the Algeciras convention 
which haa junt closed, a conference heW 
chiefly because of the initiative of Ger- 
many. It wae not a conference in which 
we Americans as a nation had much con- 
cern, save that it is always our concern 
to s«e justice obtained everywhere, and 
so far as we properly can, to work for 
the cause of international 
peace and 


good will. 


At the conclusion of the president's re- 


marks the individual members of the del- 
egation were presented by Ambassador 
Von Sterrfburg.

Tho- 
mas E. Camp, assistant, cashier of the 
bank resumed his testimony today, tell- 
ing of the duties of the assistant cashier. 
He testified that GoU, when assistant 
cashier, signed most of the drafts on cor- 
respondent banks. In reply to a ques- 
tion he '.said that an officer of the bank 
should hesitate to carry out orders of a 
superior that were manifestly improper 
and report the same to the board of di- 
rectors. Assistant cashiers and other of- 
ficers, he said, had access to the reserve 
cash in the vaults. 


James K. Ikley, vice president of the 


Marshall & Ilsley bank of Milwaukee 
testified to having on December 7, 1004, 
received a check signed by Gordon Bige- 
low for $20,000 on the First National

MARVELOUS ESCAPES 


Tchlohlkoff, Five Tlm«a £vad)nar Certain 


Deatb, Who Killed Fifty, 1> Sow 


In Germany. 


BERLIN,, April 11.—Escaping 
five 


times from execution, Ivan Tchichikoff, 
Russia's bloody terrorist, has made his 
way. to Germany, en.route'to a perma- 
nent refuge at Geneva. Bombs thrown 
By him have claimed over fifty victims, 
all of them members of the czar's police. 


On the last occasion, at Libau, he was 


captured red-handed and dragged into a 
court yard. A police.lieutenant gave or- 
.ders for him to be shot on the spot. 
Tchichikoff was placed against a wall 
and a policeman went to fetch a detach- 
ment of soldiers to carry out the execu- 
tion. Tchichikoff dealt the police lieu- 
tenant 
a terrific blow on the head, 


knocked down three policemen and made 
a dash for the street. He was recaptur 
ed. The policemen refused to take the 
responsibility of executing 
a man so 


summarily. 


Tchichikoff was tried by court martial 


on the following day. .His trial lasted 
ten minutes and ended in a sentence oi 
death. 


ESCAPED DURING CONFUSION. 
When Tchichikoff was led to the place 


of execution on- the following morning 
and the firing party was awaiting the 
ordr ts shoot, comrades of the revolu- 
tionary party pitched a bomb which kill 
ed the commanding officers and wounded 
several 
of 
the 
soldiers. 
Tchichikof 


made another dash for liberty. Pursuit 
resulted in his recapture, but orders were 
issued that now he should be hanged. 


Next morning the gallows were hasti 


ly erected. This time, with chains on 
his arms and .legs, Tchichikoff was lee 
out of his prison to the place of execu 
tion on a plot of waste land outside the 
town. 
A detachment of 100 soldiers 


guarded the gallows.. A desperate on 
slaught on tho troops was made by more 
than 800 rebels.. Tchichikoff was carriec 
:off in triumph.

'SLID DOWN WATER PIPE. 


Within twenty-four hours Tchichikofl 


was again seized as he was taking a 
train to Wilna. This time his revolu 
tionary friends smuggled implements in 
to his cell wherewith he loosened the 
iron bars of the window and slid down 
from a height -ot eighty or ninety feet 
hanging onto a water pipe. 


Once more he was recaptured, but on 


ly after he had succeeded in reaching 
Minsk. 


Next time he utilized the only piece 


of furniture in his cell, a wooden stool 
to deal the warden who brought him his 
supper a terrific blow on the head. Lead- 
ing the cell, ho walked quietly out of th< 
prison in the 
warden's clothes. After 


more narrow escapes Tchichikoff succeed 
ed in reaching Germany. He was receiy 
ed as a hero by the Russian revolution 
ary group in Berlin and sent to Switzer 
land.

Weight of Ashes on Naples' 


Market Place Causes 


It's Collapse. 


Hundreds Buried in Ruins—Just Previous to 


Disaster Many Processions Had Occurred, 


Participants Giving Thanks Because 


of Lull in Volcano. 


NAPLES, April 10, 10:05 a. m.—Up to 


the present time the bodies of sixteen 
dead persons have been taken from be- 
neath the ruins of Monte Oliveto mar- 
ket and 178 injured people are being 
cared for at the hospitals. 


NAPLES, April 10, noon.—Naples this 


morning eai-ly had returned to her nor- 
mal self. The day was" brilliant, the sky 
cloudless, the waters of the Mediterran- 
ean were blue and unrippled, in place of 
the melancholy graync.ss of the last few 
days and better still the menacing col- 
umn of smoke from Vesuvius Had almost 
disappeared and though the smaller cra- 
ters still gave forth smoke the wind had 
turned it in another direction, and an air 
of peace and springtime had spread over 
Naples and its vicinity. 
. 


But this scene of quiet wns turned in- 


to mourning later when the news of the 
collapse of the roof of the Monte Oliveto 
market anui the 
loss of life became 


known. The people who gathered about 
the market were soon in a state of great 
•xcitemont, M'hicli increased when the re- 
covery of tho bodies commenced. 


CAKHIED IMAGES OF SAINTS/ 


Just previous to this disaster relig- 


ious 
processions 
had 
been 
passing 


through the streets of'this, city, the peo- 
ple desiring to snender'^tjiank'sr.to^the1-Al- 
mighty for having apparently., averted 
much greater disasters than those hith- 
erto 
recorded here. Here and there 


these processions wended their way with 
images of the Madonna or saints, dress- 
ed in most gorgeous robes of cheap biue 
or yellow satin, bonie above seas of 
dark 
heads, mostly those of 
women 


walking arm in arm and chanting as they 
moved along the main thoroughfares, in- 
dividuals stopping now and then to ex- 
change 
jokes 
with 
passei-sby. These 


motley but picturesque processions were 
headed by numbers of boys walking two 
and two, carrying lighted candles which 
flickered faiiitly in the bright sunshine. 
Only in a few cases did priests accom- 
pany the processions, which in the main 
scmed to be local and spontaneous-af- 
faire organized on the moment,in var- 
ious districts.

DISASTER' CRAZED POPULACE. 
; 


10:15 a. m.—The collapse of the mar- 


ket roof again turned the city of Naples: 
.into mourning. The people seemed de-J 
mented. They surrounded the market, in; 
many cases tearing their hair, cursing; 
arid screaming "Oh my husband is there." 
Or "bring out my child," and endeavoring-- 
with their' o^vn* hands to move heavy 
beams from beneath which the groans of 
the injured were issuing. The cries for 
help were so heartrending that even res- 
cuers were heard to oob aloud as they 
worked with feverish eagerness to save 
life or extract the bodies of the dead 
from the mins. 


Such was the anxiety of the people to 


take pert in the work of rescue that it 
required determined efforts on the part 
of the large force of police and carbineers 
present to keep the most desperate from 
moving beams too precipitately and 
thereby causing further deaths or injur- 
ies. 


CURSE RESTS ON THE CITY? 


Some of the people about the market 


were heard to exclaim that a curse rest- 
ed upon the people of Naples for repud- 
iating their saints yesterday when Mount 
Vesuvius was in its most violent mood. 


The injured persons taken from the 


riling of Monte Olive to market have bet- 
ter chances of recovery than the victims 
of the disasters at Ottajano as the latter 
when they escaped death 
from falling 


buildings were in many cases suffocated 
by ashes. 


The indignation of the people as a re- 


sult of the market disaster increases as 
each additional body is taken out and a 
disturbance approaching a riot in impor- 
tance has already occurred. The people 
loudly insist that the authorities were 
aware that the roof of the market was 
unsafe and that they were so excessive- 
ly economical that they %vonld not appro- 
priate the funds necessary to repair the 
building. 


BODIES REDUCED TO PULP. 


The identification of the bodies of a 


number of those killed by the collapse of 
the market roof has been found to be 
impossible owing to their being abso 
lutcly unrecogniEable, in some caaes be- 
ing reduced to pulp, while others were 
horribly mutilated, giving rise'to scenes 
which are better undescribed. Among 
the dead are many children who had been 
sent by their parents to do the morning's 
marketing and the grief of the parents 
when the bodies of their children were 
found was heartrending.

After visiting the ruins of the market 


the duke and duchess of Aosta proceeded 
to the Pelligrini hospital to which insti- 
tution many of the injured persons were 
taken. 


The inhabitants of nianj' houses near" 


the colla.psed market have been ordered 
by the police, as a matter of .precaution, 
to evacuate their residences owing to 


j fear that the roofs may fall in. 


CLEAR ROOFS OF ASHES. 


2:10 p. m.—The weather suddenly 


changed this afternoon, the wind blew 
strongly.towards Naples and ashes from 
Mount Vesuvius began falling fast over 
the city, which consequently soon.resum- 
ed its gray appearance. The high wind 
also made breathing difficult. 


The disaster at tlie market this morn- 


ing was a great lesson to the whole, city, 
causing the inhabitants to scramble upon 


the roofs of their houses ai^d hastily re- 
move tlie accumulation of ashes result- 
ing from the volcanic outbieak. This 
roof clearing made walking and driving 
in the streets dangerous and disagree- 
able.

WHAT THE LAW SAYS. 


The following' extract from the law 


shows that all candidates are required 
to do if they are not to be reported to 
the district attorney for prosecution:

a nomination paper or certificate of noni-j 
ination may be filed, shall within thirtjj 
days after the election held to nll'slich 
office make" out and file with the officer 
empowered by law to issue the certifi-] 
eate of election to, such office or place, ri 
statement. in writing, subscribed : and 
sworn to by such candidate, setting fortli 
iii detail each item in excess of $5 in 
[money or property contributed, disburs- 
,i>d,. expended or promised by him, or to 
the best of his knowledge or belief, by 
'•a'ny other person 'or persons for him1 or 
iVi his behalf, wholly or in part in :en- 
'deavoring to secure of in any way in 
connection with his nomination or elec- 
tion to such office or place or in connec- 
tion with the election of any other, per- 
son at said election the dates when and 
the persons to whom and the purpose 
for which all said sums were paid, ex- 
pended or promised and the total aggre- 
gate sum paid, expended of promised by 
such candidate in any sum or sums what- 
ever. 
Said statement shall also set forth 
that the same is asi full and explicit as 
affiant is able to make it. 


. Art.exact duplicate flt said statement 
shall in like manner and within the same 
time be filed with the register of deeds 
for the county in 'which said candidate 
resides. 
Any person failing to comply with this 


section shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $25 or more than $500.

Russell H. Slosson has signed an order 
.directing James Morin to take immediate 
sjteps to secure the dismissal of the fam- 
jqns suit for conspiracy brought by the 
late -Henry Weismann against John T. 
iig"h.nnd others, who formerly made lip 
the election board of the town of Brigh- 
ton. 


Weismann brought suit for $10,000, al- 


leging that the election board refused to 
permit him to vote, on the ground that 
the court had pronounced him insane. 
The case was tried in the 
Waukesha 


court and Weismann was defeated and 
costs taxed against him for about $38. 
It is said that these costs must be paid 
by the administrator of Mr. Weismann. 
An appeal of the case was taken to the 
supreme court and arguments were to 
have been'heard on April 17. By order 
of tlie court this suit will be immediately 
withdrawn. There are half a dozen other 
suits of Mr. Weismann pending in the 
circuit court of Racine county and they 
will be dismissed as rapidly as called for 
trial. The administrator has carefully 
investigated thase suits and concluded 
that Weismann had no cause for ac- 
tion. 


Mr. Weismann was found dead in a 


room at the boarding house of, Mrs. Van 
Bnskirlc on Wisconsin street several 
months ago, his death having resulted 
from bursting of. a blood vessel. Only a 
foyr weeks before that the brother of BIr. 
Weismann, with whom he was not friend- 
ly, was found in a well on the Kenosha 
county farm dead, having fallen in while 
endeavoring to get water for cattle.

'instance the loss of life is less. 


/.NAPLES, April 10.—7:25 a. m.—All 


'efforts' on the part of the press represen- 
tatives and the authorities to ascertain 
the exact number of those who have al- 
ready fallen victims to the eruptions of 
Vesuvius have so far failed. 


This' is accounted for from the fact 


that the buried villages are impossible of 
access and further because the people 
ivho fled when their houses began to fall 
have scattered throughout the country 
districts. 


The finding of'flG bodies is determined 


as follows: 


At San Guiseppe, 49. 
At Terzigno, 20. 
At Ottajano. 27. 


NAPLES, April 10.—9:15 a. m.—The 


scenes at Ottajano when the first victims 
were unearthed there were most terrible. 
The positions of the bodies showed that 
the victims had died while in a .state of 
great terror, the faces being convulsed 
with fear. Three bodies were found in a 
confessional of one of the fallen churches. 
One body was that of an old woman who 
was sitting with her right arm raised as 
though to ward off the advancing danger. 
The second was that of a child about 8 
years old. It was found dead in a posi- 
tion which would indicate that the child 
had fallen with a little 
dog close to 


it and had died with one arm raised 
across its face, to protect itself and its 
pet "from the crumbling ruins. The third 
body, that of a woman was reduced to an 
unrecognizable mass. These three vic- 
tims were reverently laid side by side 
while a'procession of friends and rela- 
tives offered up prayers beside them. 


Other bodies which were found later 


caused such an impression among the al- 
ready frantic population that the author 
ities did not deem it advisable to permit 
any moire bodies to be identified for the 
present. 


Forty-nine bodies have already been 


taken out of one of the churches at Ot- 
tajnno. 


CHILDREN OVERWHELMED. 


8:55 a. m.—The fate of many children 


at Ottajano is unknown. When the mil- 
itary carts arrived at the scene of the 
disaster last night, the soldiers arranged 
to have the children and aged people gat 
into the carts, but when the vehicles had 
gone a few hundred feet it was found 
that although there were four horses 
harnessed to each wagon they could not 
pull their loads through the deep ashes 
in spite of several desperate efforts made 
to do BO. This caused a panic among the 
children, who expected to be buried in 
the ashes from the volcano and they 
fled in all directions in the darkness and 
blinding rain and have not since been 
heard of. Searching parties went after 
the children, but in spite of continuous 
shouting and calling, no trace was found 
of them and it is feared that the chil- 
dren have been smothered in th» ashes. 


SOLDIER'S HEROIC DEED. 


9:30 a. m.—Many tales are told of he- 


roic rescues on the part of the soldiers 
sent to the assistance of the sufferers 
from the volcanic disaster, at Otlajn.no 
and elsewhere. One man rode his horse 
through the ashes reaching up to its 
Hanks at Ottajano, calling out: 
"Who 


wanta help? who wants.helpr" He was 
rewarded by hearing a woman's voice re- 
ply in weak tones and-springing from his 
horse the soldier called a comrade to his 
assistance and floundered 
among 
the 


ashes until he arrived at the ruined walls 
of a house, -from which the voice seemed 
to epme. As'he made his way towards 
the building the soMier shouted words of 
encouragement, and cJimbing over a heap 
of rums and braving a tojtfling wall, he 
entered the building .and in the cellar 
found the bodies of three children. Near 
them was a woman barely alive who by 
almost fiuperhujuiMi efforts lasting for 
hours had succeeded in freeing hansel f

DENEEN FOR PHIMABY LAW 


Messaee to Illinois Ltzlslature Points Oat 


Urgent XetKt of Snob. 


SPRINGFIELD, 111., April 10.—The Il- 


linois legislature was convened in extra- 
ordinary session today to enact a pri- 
mary election law. In his message to 
the legislature, Governor Deneen called 
attention to the recent decision of the 
supreme court which declared unconsti- 
tutional the law passed by the last ses- 
sion of the legislature and said that 
great confusion would ensue unless a 
new primary election law were speedily 
enacted. 


The governor in his message, spoke in 


part: 


Our state needs a compulsory primary 


law. In but six of our counties is there 
such a law. In the other 96 counties, 
the rules for conducting primaries are 
made by the committees. In these the 
committees have unlimited power—the 
power of legislation, the power of ad- 
ministration and the power of adjudica- 
tion, in party matters. In 98 counties 
of our state, the committees may call 
the conventions when they choose, de- 
termine where the primaries shall be 
held,—whether one for each county or 
one for each township therein, and may 
prescribe the method of conducting the 
primaries. 


In 46 counties of our state, it is no 


crime either to buy or sell votes at such 
primaries; nor is it a crime for members 
of other political parties or residents of 
other counties or states to vote at such 
primaries. It is no crime for a voter to 
east more than one ballot, or for the 
judges to receive more than one ballot 
from the same person at such primaries; 
nor is it a crime lor the judges and clerks 
to make false returns of the vote cost.

city Italian anarchists are arriving in 
the United States in great numbers »t 
both Pacific and Atlantic" seaports.

Francisco and Baltimore, the immigra- 
tion officials have been advised of the re- 
cent landing of a numbe'r of anarchists 
from Italy.

There is no denying that the police 


and the firemen serving an entire muni- 
cipality roust serve all citizens alike and 
make no discriminations. They can not 
discriminate as to whether a man or 
woman is a member of a labor union' or 
not, and if they should a.prompt dismis 
sal ought to be handed out. The en- 
forcement of law and order and of the 
best service by both firemen and police 
is of the very highest importance, for in it 
mother nature recognizes no distinction, 
and rioters are as- apt to hurt the inno- 
cent as the guilty. The recent move 
meat of the Chicago mayor to permit 
the police and firemen to form unions, 
and these unions of course will be at- 
tached to tho Federation of Labor, is 
one of those mistakes that may not be 
seen at first, but when the trouble 
comes, to most citizens it looks certain 
the orders of organizations will be serv- 
ed first before the orders of the authori- 
ties. 


It is not thought that any organiza- 


tion governed by law abiding men, 
would purposely do any mischief, but 
these themselves have always said that 
all the violence in strikes and violence 
always following such, is due to sympa- 
thizers or turbulent rioters. If this be 
true and acepting their word for it, then 
no objections can be made anywheres 
in the enforcement of law and order and 
in protecting citizens in' the exercise ol 
their undoubted constitutional rights to 
labor as minded and for whom as mind- 
ed.

The governing authorities in the Phil- 


ippines have one priceless advantage in 
that they are mercifully entirely remov- 
ed from any consideration whatever of 
politics, and the commissioners and.bur- 
eaiis may. thus devote their full time to.

The lib- 
erty of the press is so far practically 
nothing, and the liberty of assembling, 
as thin. ; Citizens are arrested upon the 
lightest provocation arid any sort of 
iberty is the veriest name, not reality. 
The late' reports indicating the solidity 
of the support' of the troops for the 
czar and the government probably ac- 
counts for the revival of the practices 
of the former despotism, which was tern 
porarily materially abated while the rev-

A PROPER NOTICE OP COPYRIGHT 
A decision rendered a couple or «o 


years ago to the effect publishers reprint- 
ing any matter that had been duly copy- 
righted, utterly regardless as to whether 
or not any notice of copyright was at- 
tacked, has not yet been upset. A law 
will be needed to correct the great in- 
justice, because there is nothing to pre- 
vent any blackmailing gang from mulc- 
ting every unsuspecting publisher in the 
country. The law certainly should make 
it imperative for any owner of a copy- 
right to hold people responsible, that he 
or she, should prefix to such matter the 
proper copyright notice.

terror stricken inhabitants of towns and 
tillages, the collapse of buildings, the in- 
suillcieney of the relief measures, hun- 
ger and discouragement. It is no longer 
possible to reach the points which have 
suffered most severely, even the soldiers 
detailed to guard the ruins at Ottajano 
have been recalled and the town has 
been left to its fate. 


SOLDIERS PRAISED BY ALL. 


The military forces have earned the 


gratitude and admiration of the people, 
by their devotion to duty and bravery. 
Not only are they credited with m'uny 
acts of heroism, but they have displayed 
untiring perseverance 
in searching for 


the living and the dead among tottering 
walls, assisting fugitives to roach places 
of safety, giving aid to the wounded and 
in burying the dead, and all this while 
partly "suffocated by the ash and cinder 
laden wind blowing from the volcano. 
No danger has been too groat for the 
troops to encounter and no fatigue too 
severe for them. In this work the sol- 
diers 
and others have "been shown 


worthy .example by the Duke and Ducli- 
esd of Aosta, who are praised on all 
sides.

The situation generally is considered 


less alarming than yesterday ,- evening. 
The quantity of ashes being emitted • is 
not so great and the rumblings, are less 
frequent, .though ashes and cinders are 
still falling over this city. There are, 
about four inches of ashes iii the streets. 
The engineers have, refused to take out 
trains because .of the darkness. 


HOUSES COLLAPSING. 


According to tho .Mattino fifty houses, 


three churches and tlte municipal build- 
ings at Somnm have collapsed, the sand 
and cinders are six feet deep there and 
all the inhabitants have sought safety in 
flight. Houses at Ottajano are still col- 
lapsing and most of the buildings iii the 
towns and villages in that neighborhood 
are tottering or in ruins. 


MANY INJURED IN PANIC. 


The employes of a tobacco factory at 


Naples, thinking the roof was about to 
fall in this morning, fled'in panic from 
the building arid communicated 
their 


fears to no many people outside that the 
police were compelled to interfere and 
restore order. Many persons were injur- 
ed during the panic.

-,. The defendant's motion to change the 
answers to the first arid second questions 
of the special verdict will be denied. 


It is the settled doctrine.in this state 


that where tho damages allowed by'*a 
jury are excessive, and it clearly appears 
that the verdict in that respect is;the re- 
sult, of passion or prejudice, th«..-sii.iia- 
tion can be cured by consent on the part 
of the plaintiff to such reduction of the 
amount of damages found by the jury 
as in the judgment of the court is proper 
and will do substantial justice. The court 
may either grant a new trial absolutely, 
or give to the plaintiff the option to re- 
mit such part of the verdict as the court 
considers excessive, and in case the plain- 
tiff does so order the verdict to stand for 
the residue. Certainly this practice tends 
to promote justice and to lessen the ex- 
pense not only to the litigants but as 
-well to tn'p' public that has to bear in 
great part the burdens of litigation;'Such, 
practice is certainly more promotivc of 
justice than for the, trial court to set 
aside' the trial entirely upon the ground 
that the verdict is excessive and to con- 
tinue, possibly, to do this until a jury re- 
turns a verdict which in the opinion of 
the court is reasonable. 


The verdict in thte case is wholly unac- 


countable except that it be the result of 
passion or prejudice. Conceding that the 
defendant breached the contract of mar- 
riage, and the evidence surely supports 
the findings of the jury to that effect, tho 
evidence fails to show any conduct on tho 
part of the defendant aggravating. such 
breach and justifying a verdict so gross- 
ly excessive as was rendered in this case. 


The verdict in other respects is sup- 


ported by the evidence, and where the 
plaintiff has thus demonstrated her right 
to recover, there remains no reason to 
suppose that a new trial will do more 
than to change the amount of the dam- 
ages. The ends of justice will not be pro- 
mpted by a. new trial, nor is a new.trial 
necessary 
to vindicate the rights of 


cither party if the plaintiff will consent 
to reduce the damages to a proper sum. 


It does not appear probable thnt the 


elements of prejudice or passion appar- 
ently influencing the question of dam- 
ages, or the reception of evidence claim- 
ed by the defendant to have been im- 
proper, may have affected the decision of 
other questions in the case and therefore 
the court is not called upon to grant a 
new trial absolutely. (Corcoran vs: liar- 
ran, 55 Wis., -1.20;. Baxter vs. C. & K. W. 
R'y Co., 104 Win. 307; McNamara vs. Me- 
Namara, IDS Wis. C13). 
The court is of the opinion that the al- 


lowance of damages in the sum of sixteen 
hundred dollars '-($1,000) is reasonable in 
this case, and that all over that sum is 
excessive. If the plaintiff shall- elect to 
remit nil damages found by the jury in 
excess of sixteen hundred dollars ($1,000) 
within ten days from the signing of the 
order hereon, she nmy have judgment for 
sixteen hundred dollars ($1,600); other 
wise a new trial will he granted.

For a 
population of 00,000,000 people the.liquor 
expenditure is $072:588,000. < The aver 
age for male persons over 15 years woulc 
be $37.30. By contrast, German expend! 
tures for schools were $09,722,000, for 
working people's insurance $104,244,000 
and for the army and navy ,$203,847,000 


CONSUL IN DEFENSE. 


Dr. Walter AVcver, the German consul 


in Chicago, warmly maintained that his 
fellow countrymen 
were a temperate 


people when the statistics on Teutonic 
expenses for alcoholic beverages were 
brought to his attention yesterday. He 
had to confess that nine quarts of brandy 
a year per head, or rather per mouth:, 
looked bad,-but expressed a belief that a 
mistake hn-1 been made on this point. 


"If that figure is correct, I am. very, 


very sorry," he said. "But 10 cents a day 
for every male over 15'is-a. small bill for 
drinks. Although I am not .familiar with 
the comparative dnta, I believe -that the 
American liquor bill per year is much 
larger. The Germans do not drink to 
excess. All tourists agree that they sel- 
dom see an intoxicated person on the- 
streets of a German city. Our physical 
strength, as a people, proves that We do 
not drink to excess."

It is difficult to describe them, but every 
man knows that he possesses them. They 
are manifested through faith, hope and 
charity, through confidence, through im- 
agination, through the tears that rise at 
the' sound of beautiful music., at the 
sight of fine paintings, in the presence of 
nature-revealing herself in beauty. 


Now comes Prof. Fechner's beautiful 


analogy between us men and women, pos- 
sessing these apparently useless but cer- 
tainly actual and existent qualities, and 
the unborn child. During the prenatal 
period the human .infant .slowly develops 
eyes, for instance; • ears, hair, 
fingers, 


toes, arms, legs, teeth, nails, a brain and 
the various internal organs.
